— The Con- 
vention held at Ann Harbour, Michigan, 
on the 27ih September, to deliberate up- 
on the expediency of acceding lo the 
terms of the General Government, of 
admitting that Tenitory into the Union, 
have rejected the provisions of the law 
on the subject, by a vote of 28 to 21. 

We subjoin Ihe preamble and resolu- 
tions passed by the Convention: 

Whereas, the Congress of the United 
S ait s, by an act entitled -‘An Act to es- 
tablish the northern boundary of the state 
of Ohio, and to provide for I lie admission 
of the state of Michigan into the Union, 
upon i he conditions therein expressed,” 
approved June 15th, 183G, did enact and 
declare, “ That the Constitution and stale 
government which ihe people of Michi- 
gan have formed for then, selves, be and 
the same is hereby !tct epterl, ratified, and 
confirmed; anil that the said slate ol 
Michigan shall he and is hereby declared 
to be one of the United Slates of Ameri- 
ca, and is hereby admitted into the Union 
upon an equal 'fooling with the original 
states in all respects whatever,” thereby 
acknowledging our constitution as repub 
lican. and in accordance with the consti- 
tution of the United States, and the or- 
dinance of 1787. 

And whereas, Congress have also in 
the said act inserted a proviso proposing 
a radical alteration of our southern and 
south-eastern boundary, secured us by 
the articles of compact contained in the 
aforesaid ordinance of 1787, and which, 
if acceded to by the people of Michigan, 
w ould deprive us of all jurisdiction over 
the wutersof Lake Erie, and gratuitously 
bestow on Ohio the exclusive jurisdiction 
on the waters of the said luke, from tho 
Perinst Ivania lino to the mouth of tho De 
• roil river; a gift, the extent of which 
(wo behove) neither Congress nor the 
sltite of Ohio fully comprehend ; and have 
required the people of ihis state to give 
their assent to the aforesaid change of 
boundaries, by a convention of delegates 
to be by them elected. 

And w hereas, the legislature of this 
state, without any authority derived from 
our constitution, by an act entitled “ An 
act to provide forthe election of delegates 
to a convention,” refer particularly to 
said act of Congress, and seem to adopt 
it as the basis of their action, and to ac- 
knowledge tho power therein assumed by 
Congress . 

And whereas, this convention taking 
into consideration the just rights of Mi- 
chigan, as respects her southern and 
south-eastern boundarv, and also her con- 
stitution, embracing that part of our ter- 
ritory claimed by Ohio, and believing 
that the assent required by the said pro- 
viso, cannot be given by us, without a 
palpable violation of our constitution, 
(which provides the only way in which 
it can be amended, and over which this 
convention have no control,) without a 
sacrifice of our rights and interests, and 
without committing an act of self-degra- 
dation, Therefore, 

Resoliwd That this convention cannot 
give their assent to the proposition con- 
tained in said proviso — but the same is 
hereby rejected. 

W c are glad to see it announced in 
a Washington paper that the govern- 
ment intend to furnish a substitute for 
the clumsy and unsightly copper coins 
now in use.
